-He was replying to a lengthy speech by Russian Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, who 
said aggressive and imperialiat policies were developing in Europe and that Russia was 
opposing them. 

The council dissolved in a brisk meeting a thrcc-to-one split of yesterday by placing the 
Austrian treaty nominally r 
at the top of ita agenda and ' 
promptly referring it to dep- 
uties, who are to report back 
to their superiors Dec, 2,

Four of Crew Found 
Alive in Ship Wreck 

KETCHIKAN, Alaska, Nov, 26 (U.R)— The coast guard re- 
ported today four of the 61 crewmen aboard the wrecked 
army freighter Clarksdalo Victory wore alive and three 
others were known dead on the bow ot the broken vessel off 
Hippa island reef. 
There was no clue to the fntc of tho remaining 44 crew- 
men but an empty lifeboat 
waa sighted a short di.itance 
from the ship wrocTtagc, 

Capt. Nells Haugcn, commanding 
the Ketchikan coast guard head- 
quarters, sold he had received a 
radio message from n ground party 
In Hippa Island that tho survivors 
were found on the bow. Haugcn eald 
the bodies of the three dead were 
found Ivlng on tho deck nearby. 

The four men found alive were 
Identified as: 

Third Mate Wllllom M. Raamus- 
Hcn, 31, Modesto, Cant.; Second 
Mate H. N. Wolfe, A5. Oakland. 
Cam,; Clair E. Drli;coll, 31, third 
officer from Los Angeles, Collf., and 
an able bodied seojnan, Carlos Sana- 
brla, 33, of Los Cclba. Honduras. 

All four survivors were suffering 
from "Immersion foot" nnd exposure, 
the^ message from the cutter Citrus 

The Identity of tlio three dead 
an not Immediately determined. 
The plane dropped litters nnd 
medical supplies to the ground party 
and cutter WoschusetLs proceeded 
to tile Ice side of the Island to as- 
sist In bringing tho survivors nnd, 
bodies aboard. 

Haugcn said the search would 
continue for nddltlonnl bodies or 
survivors but that he did not "have 
any hope any additional crewmen 
would be found olive."

WASHINGTON, Nov, 26 (/P)— The senate rejected today an attempt by eight Republican senators to cut $197,000,000 
from the $597,000,000 European aid bill. With this vote out of the way, loaders hoped to win piiasagc of the meaaure 
quickly and send it on to tho house. The vote against cutting the fund was 56 to 30. Senator Vandenberg, R,, Mich., led 
the fight against it and told the senate: "I know of no ad-| 



vantage in throwing a 15-foot rope to a man thnt is drown- 
ing 20 feet from the shore." 

Senator Malone of Nevada offered the amendment to 
pending aid legislation. Joining him as co-.4p0n.sors were 
Senatortt Bncker of Ohio, Keni of Missouri, Williama of Dela- 
ware, Wilson of Iowa, Ecton of Montana, Dworahak of Idaho, 
and Jcnncr of Indiana. 

Republican leaders said the effort would fail, but debate 
on it threatened to wreck their plana for a final vote today 
on the measure. Before Malone offered his amendment, 
Senator Wherry, R., Nebr., said that "some younger sen- 
ntora" contemplated an effort 
to trim $108,000,000 from the 
admini.4trntIon's figure. That 
the amount tentatively 
stricken out by the house for- 
Ign affairs committee. 
Wherry told reporters he antici- 
pates this attempt will fall and the 
senate "will pass this overwhelm- 
ingly," 

On Uie house side of the capltol, 
fresh prospects cropped up of delay 
In final action on the program. 

Chnlrman Taber, It., N,Y., said It 
probably wlU be Dec. 4 at the 
Ilest before the house appropriations 
commltteo can oven consider appro- 
printing emergency aid tor France, 
Italy and Austria.

As the grand Jury laid aside the 
Meyers case until Monday, U, S, 
Attorney Oeorse Morris Fay began 
lining up the Individuals he believes 
can back up the government's 
charges agnln^t tho former air force 
procurement chief who Dllcgedly 
used his office tor financial gain. 
Pay refused to reveal Just who had 
ttcen subpocnncd. But it was be- 
lieved the wltncucs would Include 
some ot the nnUunully-known per- 
sonallUes who testified against 
Meyers at the hectic hearings of a 
senate war InvcstisaUng t:ubcom- 
mlttee. 

Meyers, a dapper, S3 -year-old 
career officer who was sUlppcd of 
his military honors as an aftermath 
of the senate Inquiry, was accused 
before the committee ot building up 
a huge fortune through his connec- 
Uon with AvlaUon Electric corpora- 
Uon, an Ohio sut^ontractlng firm. 

The grand Jury took over the case 
yesterday, and In a short session, 
P«y and his JusUce departmtnt col- 
league* laid the groundwork tor pro- 
secution of Meyers on a wide va- 
riety ot charges.

"I 
can hire who I please, as the union 
pointed out, but they failed to men- 
tion that once the contract Is signed 
my non-union workers would bo 
forced to leave their Jobs In two 
weeks If they did not Join 
union. 

"No man who b working in my 
market has to Join a union, if they 
wish to sign tip on their own free 
will, that Is their own business. 
Bapa Clause 
"I wlU sign the union's contract 
as soon as tho union atjbp clause 
Is rwlscd, I irtU- never sign any 
contract where my non-union work- 
ers would be forced to Join the 
union In order to keep their Jobs." 

Eldon Stokes, city manager of 
the O, P. Skaess markets, clahned 
the imlon Juggled laets In their 
statemcnL 

"We oU know that strikes have 
been called because employers have 
discharged union workers. Yet, the 
union says we have complete say o: 
the hiring and Ilrlng of employes 
Stokes said. 

"It Is' true the union docs not 
tell us how long we can keep our 
markets open, but how can I nm 
my business at the present hours It 
employes leave at the end of eight 
hours?"

Cabinet Pair Urging 
Ration, Price Power 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 {U,R)— Two cabinet officers today 
asked conRTOss to give tho government rationing and price 
control authority and other sweeping powers originally re- 
quested by Preflidcnt Truman in his 10-point anti-inflation 
program. 

The picas were made by Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
P. Anderson and Secretary of Commerce W. Averell Harri- 
man in testimony before the house banking and the joint 
congressional economic committees, respectively. They 
asked: 



1. Authority for rationing 
and price control ns "good in- 
surance" for the nation's 
economy. 

3. Power to limit Inventories of 
grain ond to direct the use of grain 
domestically. 

3. Power to allocate and control 
the use of scarce commodities, es- 
pecially itecL 

4. Extension of export controls, 

5. Authority for allocating the 
use of storage and transportation 
faclllUes and the distribution of 
farm machinery and fertilizer, 

e. Restoration of consumer credit 
controls. 

Fond era Controls 

Harrlman also revealed that he Is 
considering a "brood extension of 
export controls" to cover all pro- 
dueta— scarce or not— needed In the 
European recovery prognun. 

Informed sources said the exer- 
cise of such powers would enable 
the goverrunent to curtail even more 
tho dwindling exports to Russia, 

Both Anderson and Harrlman aald 
the recommended steps were neces- 
sary to protect the nation's eeon- 
omy OS well rs to help Europe get 
book on Its feeL 

Prep area for "Emergenoy" 

Anderson said the powers regard- 
ing grain Inventories and 'groin use 
should be voted "In order that we 
may be prepared tor any serious 
emergency that might arise, such 
as grain crop failures." 

Ho said that this authority would 
be used to direct grain "through the 
most essential channels." 

Anderson did not specify the exact 
form that any ot these powers 
shouM take. 



Truman's Order 
Releases Boston 
Mayor From Jail 

DANBURY, Conn.. Nov, 30 m— 
Mayor James M. Curley, Boston, 
whose mall fraud sentence was 
commuted by President Truman, 
waa released today from the Don- 
bury federal correcUonol Institution, 

The 73-ycar old Curley, one-time 
governor of Massachusetts and U. S. 
representative, left the Institution 
Just five months from the day he 
bcRon serving a six to 18 montlis 



He looked pale and haggard. 
He came out of prison wit 
prepared statement protesting his 
innocence ond expressing apprecla- 
Uon tor the presidential action. 

A statement given newsmen In his 
behalf declared: 

was most wrongfully deprived 
ol my personal hberty. I was the 
victim of a protesulonol confidence 
man and am absolutely Innocent 
tlio charge that brought about 
my conflnemcnl." 

The Boston mayor left the fed- 
eral InstltuUon about two hours 
after President Truman had signed 
the commutation order.

Among the oceompanj-lng dishes, 
cronberrles should be popular on 
most dinner tables, as production In 
this category la also up this year 
above tho pre-war average, and 
prices generally ore even lower than 
lost year's. 

Other items on the highly avoU- 
able list ore cabbage, rutobogaa, 
spinach, pumpkin, squash and sweet 
poUtoes; while there Is on abund- 
ance of r&lilns, dried frulta And 
similar Items tor making mince- 
meats, plea and sauces for which 
American housewives' toblci ore 
lamous.

ITS BIG BUSINESS! 
The Times-News round-up atory Sunday 
on filot machine operations In Magic Valley 
was Interesting no doubt, but It failed to shed 
much light on Iiow mucl> money thcie "one 
arm bandits" are taking away from the gul 
llble public. 

The survey dealt only with the amount 
of taxes that arc being paid for the privilege 
of operating these mechanical gold diggers — 
not with the gross profit the machines arc 
earning their owners. 

But even If you add up the taxe.^ paid by 
the communities which reported— Twin Falls, 
Buhl. Qlenns Ferry. Rupert. Jerome. Filer, 
Murtaugh and Burlcy — that total figure 
alone is staggering. It goes well over $110,000 
since slot machines were legalized last spring! 

It seems only logical that If the oper- 
ators can afford to pay that much In taxes, 
the gross profit from the operation of slot 
machines must be terrific. 

At Jerome for instance, where the city 
cabbages 60 per cent of the "take" from 
alot machines In addition to a regular tax. 
It was disclosed that the town's half-share< 
from the profits of ii machines amounted to 
$17,000 since Aug. 1, which means' that the 
■ money rolled into these machines to the tune 
of $34,000. 

Assuming that oU the machines In the 
cities covered by the survey average obout 
the same as thofie In Jerome, It takes no 
great stretch of imagination to figure out 
the total "take" at well over $500,000. Add 
to this the other towns In Magic Valley 
which were not Included In the survey and 
the total might even approach three quarters 
' of a million since slot machines were legal- 
ized! 

Jerome's report on punch board taxes col- 
lected since July 1 might well serve as the 
basis for another bit of speculation. During 
those four months the amount of tax (figured 
roughly at 1 per cent of the value of the 
boards) amounted to $1,687.60. Assuming 
that all the licensed. boards were completely 
punched out, that would mean that these 
devlcea at the same time were prying the 
people loose from $168,0001 

Now take all the punch boards In all the 
towns of Magic Valley. . . Nol We don' 
want to be convinced that we could pos- 
sibly be such fools. 



THE AMERICAN SPIRIT 

Thonksgivlng day has been celebrated so 
long out of gratitude for abundance that we 
■ Americans may be forgiven U we forgot that 
the first Thanksgiving was celebrated out 
of gratitude for survival. But there must 
be many newcomers to this country, observ- 
ing the holiday this year for the first time, 
who will experience emotions not unlike those 
of the colonists who sat down to that first 
meager Thanksgiving feast. 

The original Thanksgiving day was de- 
creed In humble thanks for the first harvest 
in the new land. The harvest was a symbol of 
hope and security after a year of hunger ond 
danger, of sickness and despair. In an in- 
hospitable wilderness where only the hardiest 
survived. 

The colonists of 1621 could not conceive 
of the great nation that they were founding, 
or of the ease and comfort of Its present 
life. Yet they would understand the hunger 
and danger and sickness ancf despair that 
survive tqday In the midst of our advanced 
civilization. And the fortunate few who 
have been able to flee those miseries and 
escape to America must have an acute under- 
standing of what the first Thanksgiving 
meant. 

But that Is not to say that we who are 
heirs of the Thanksgiving tradition arc cal- 
lous. The spirit of this holiday, the sense 
of gratitude for the privilege of sharing 
are never long absent from our national 
conscience. 

Occasionally they may seem to be, when we 
fjuarrel over other systems and politicians, 
or when we hear talk about "let them take 
care of themselves." But the true spirit Is 
more typically shown In such thing.': os the 
Friendship train, and in the many instances 
of unpubllclzed. Individual generosity with 
which Americans have responded to the 
need of the war-destitute and disillusioned. 

We should give sincere, devout thanks for 
the blessings that this day recalls. And 
the world's hungry may also give thanks 
that the true American spirit is not a smug 
and selfish enjoyment of those blessings. 
For all the lies and insults hurled at America 
today, they must know that they can count 
on us to help and share, as we have so 
many times before.

Consequently sewage dl.sposal proposals often foil.

Idaho which requires a two thirds majority to pons 
bond ls.sue. And BoLio voted the sewage project 
\ to one, an almo.il unprecedented majority on a 
question of this kind.

Strange u it ' may seem. Save 
Beck, the most 
pushful asphrant 
for the throne ol 
Dan Toblo, the 
old king, may in- 
Toko the Taft- 
Hartley law to 
promote bis nrvo- 
lutlonoiy ambi- 
tions, although 
he has ftiTPfify^ 
this act as slav- 
ery law. 

If Beck's pollt- 
kal plan should '"rt. 
succeed smoothly, then a ntmber of 
less prominent rival household 
princes and barons of outlying prov- 
inces certainly will teJce advantage 
of the Taft-Hartley act. They wlU 
Invoke lU protection to secede from 
the big International imlon without 
reprisals. 

My use of the royal metaphor li 
not an exaggeration. Thla union is, 
la the most practical effect, a mon- 
archy and Tobln U the kUig. He has 
been president for 41 years. Em- 
peror Prani Josef and Queen Vic- 
toria ruled longer, but not many 
monarchs In history have matched 
Tobln 's tenure. 

He Is so precious, and In the king- 
ly manner he acknowledges his jire- 
closlty, that during hla reign the 
constitution waa amended with a 
ipccUl section couched in the lan- 



guage of rojsl courts, prorkUnc ua- 
imlled expeoie allowance for him- 
self and hU queen, and an unlimited 
retinue of secretaries and senraats.. 

Ha may trtvel wherever be wUl, 
"for tbe purpoM of making dlplo- 
matlo contacts" and "preaervbig his 
health." accompanied by Mrs. TcAtia 
and attended by the royal flunkeys 
entirely at the expensv of bis sub- 
jects. 

T\:ibin<a self-appreclatkm 
great and so naive that be readily 
acknowledges that bis successor 
would not be worthy of this luxu- 
rious keep. Therefore, tbe constitu- 
tion provides that these royal condi- 
tions shall cease when his successor 
takes office. 

That would not bother Beck. Once 
In power, he could make his own 
conditions. Beck is healtby, aggrts- 
slve and a hsnd-washlng courtier In 
tho presence of the old Idng. He ts 
tough nevertheless. 

In the temi of the Roosevelt era 
he has risen from a position of local, 
imcerlaln power In Seattle to the 
mighty role ot commercial and In- 
dustrial dictator of tbe northwest. 

There he rules as Tobln's satrap, 
biding his time. Be sent Mon Wall- 
gren to the United States senate and 
made him governor of Washington. 
Wallgren will be presented to the 
10 IB Democratic convention as a 
nominee for Ihe vice presidency as 
s "labor" man. Beck will be his 
sponsor. 

3y that time. Beck probably will 
have moved In an the executive vice 
president of the International union 
under a constitutional amendment 
which Beck, himself, put through 



tha national conTentlon in San 
Frandsoo last August Beck saw U 
tbrough the committee and heard 
tbo old king, Iran hia.thr(nie on tbe 
platform, steamnll the opposition. 

Tho constltatloa regulrex tbat 
a m e n dments thereto aball ba sp- 
proved by a two-tblrda vot« ot the 
delegates present. Tofabi ran through 
aereral amendments by tba "aye" 
and "•nay" process. Hie opposition 
was helpless. 

Id voting on one amendment, 
Joee^ Casey and Anthony CaocUla, 
ot San Pranclsco, and Msrlta L*w;ey, 
New York, fought hard to defeat 
a proposal to Increase the arbitrary 
powers ol tbe old man and bis 
executive Junto. 

A vocal vote was challenged by 
Cancilla. Tobln. with a show of 
patience, asked for a count of bands. 
When the bands were raised, Tobln 
asked: "Docs anybody wish me to 
count?" 

•1 do." Casey yelled from the 
floor. 

"Hearing none," Tobin said. In a 
fairly representative expression of 
bis mentality and ethics, "I rule 
the amendment passed." 

Beck's ambition to take Tobln's 
plan bos been recognlied by both 
his following and his opponents for 
several yeors. But last whiter I 
smoked him out with a dispatch 
prcdIcUng Uut he would try by 
Ihittcry lo persuade Tobln to re- 
tire on an extravagant pension and 
orrongo for his. Beck's, eiecUon of 
appointment tbrough some trick, 
lo succeed him. 

The ambition to become president 
Is lesltlmote but you would liove 
thought I had accused Beck of a 
felony. Ho said thla Innocent state- 
ment that he aspired to the prcsl- ' 
dency of his union was on evil 
slender, imcontamlnotcd by truth.

Aa a condition of ttaslr member- 
ship In the union, thousands of In- 
telligent, self-retpectlng Amerlrsns 
aro req:utred to pay for sucb nrolt- 
Ing gartntcs. 

Ibe prematura revelation of blju ^ 
scheme forced Beck to change bSr 
plan slightly. A vain old humbler, 
Tobin wanted the final compliment 
of a single term astfiresldeat at tba 
AFL. 

He was expected. In thst case, to 
turn over aU bis duties and powers, 
except bis final veto power, to Beck 
and devote bis year as prudent of 
the AFL to speeches about bis own 
and great services to "labor." But 
political troubles Intervened In tba 
AFL and Tobln was thwarted. 

Therolore, Beck brought in the 
constitutional oisendment creating 
tho position of executive vice presi- 
dent with plenary powers, subject 
only to Tobln's veto. 

It U expected that Ttobtn will 
nome Beck to the Job on Dec 1. Tba 
saUry la up to Tobln. It probably 
will be t3S,000 and liberal, but lim- 
ited expenses. Beck's amendment 
does not even require that tho new 
sub-dictator ahall be a member of 
the union. 

If Tobln pulb a surprise and 
names somebody else. Beck can pull 
out of the union about 3M,000 sub- 
jects under his reign In 11 western 
states. In that cose, the Tift-Hart- 
ley law would protect him by forbid- 
ding the old king to declore o boy- 
cott and a secondary jslcket line.

'Cooking poUtoei in % prumn 
saucepan la better than onUtuir 
boiling," tho deportment added la % 
report on lesli made In North Oaro- 
lina and Montana. 

"Less vitamin O is lost vhen po- 
tatoes are cooked tmder pressura 
than when belled by usual bom* 
methods." 

The report lald tho North Caro- 
lina tests showed that potatoes 
"cooked In a pressure saucepan un- 
til tender (eljht minutes) held S3 
per cent of'iliclr original vitamin 
C," while "In contrast, potatoes 
boiled in on ordinary kettle aver- 
aged 75 per cent ot this vitamin and 
some rctnlned as little as 41 per 
cent,"' 

In tlie Montana tests It was found 
that potaloej cooked under pres- 
sure retained BO per cont ot tho 
original vltomln C. 

For other uiya to save and to get 
"tho best out ot" potatoes, Iha de- 
partment rectmunetided "cook 'em 
in tho Jockeli (rather than poring 
iMstorchnnd), cook only "imtll ten- 
der—no longtr," me aa little water 
as poialblc, oDd serve as promptly a> 
poa.slbIe. 

Tlierc was a surplus ot potatoes 
earlier In the year. 

There la no surplus now. Uie re- 
port said.
